LETTER FROM INDIANA . 


To my Kentucky Friends: 


I’m glad for this opportunity to greet you and 
to extend to each a cordial invitation to call on 
me in the Hoosier Capital City. As most of you 





probably know I’ve been head of the Library Ex- 


ptension Division of the Indiana State Library 
since March. 


Since April first my traveling schedule has 


‘covered almost 2,500 miles enabling me to visit 


66 libraries. There are 239 public libraries and 
46 college and institutional libraries in Indiana. 
I have much to do if I’m to reach my goal of 
visiting 50% of them before conference time in 
October. 

In addition to the field work and regular office 
duties, there were 21 meetings which I had to 
attend. Six of these were the yearly district 
meetings such as I’d always hoped Kentucky 
would have. 

Five of the meetings were held at State parks 
which were beautiful in May. We discussed such 


f topics as vacation reading clubs, teen age library 


facilities, projected books, phonograph record 


| Collections, redecorating, effective library illumi- 


nation, recruitment and conversion to the public 





library law of 1947. About 700 people attended 
of which number over 200 were library trustees. 

Indiana libraries are subject to more state con- 
trol than libraries in Kentucky. Their budgets 
must be approved by the State Tax Commission, 
their accounts are audited by the State inspector 
and most purchases must be made by competitive 
bids. es 
The 1947 Public Library Law is an improve- 
ment over previous library legislation but is more 
restrictive than the Kentucky law. I hope you 
will all guard well that law because it is an excel- 
lent one. I doubt if such mandatory legislation 
could be enacted again. 

Our program is- probably similar to that of 
Kentucky—working for state aid and larger units 
of service. Our problem is more one of federation 
rather than expansion because there is at least 
one library in every county except one which is 
not financially able to support a program without 
supplementary aid. 

My best wishes for an interesting and helpful 
annual meeting and a successful legislative ses- 
sion for libraries.

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THE NON-PROFESSIONAL WORKER 


VIEWED BY THE 
PROFESSIONAL 


LAWRENCE S. THOMPSON, 
Director, University of 
Kentucky Libraries 


The title of these notes makes 
me somewhat uneasy, for it im- 
plies a formalized hierarchy, the 
last thing we want to encourage 
in the library profession. Never- 
theless, we must recognize the 
necessity for some consideration 
of educational qualifications in 
classifying positions within any 
profession; and the most con- 
venient distinction that we can 
make is between librarians 
with and without professional 
training. 

Professional training in itself 
does not impart the inner grace 
that should characterize the 
highest type of librarian. Many 
a library finds that some em- 
ployees without professional 
training are superior to some 
who have such training, and in 
such situations the only reason- 
able course is to disregard edu- 
cational background in fixing re- 
sponsibilities. In these cases we 
cannot but wish that the supe- 
rior person would make himself 
all the more valuable by adding 
to his equipment a mastery of 
professional techniques. 


Unfortunately, extended pro- 
fessional education is expensive 
and time-consuming, and our 
democracy has not yet advanced 
to that point at which all the 
most competent individuals can 
enjoy the education they need 
and deserve. Many employees of 
Kentucky libraries fall in this 
category. Librarianship in our 
state is in a relatively primitive 
State of development, and our 
available funds rarely permit us 
to compete for the services of 


and; 8Taduates of library schools. In 


one sense, however, this is a 
fortunate circumstance, for we 


;are attracting many capable 


people who are devoted to the 
highest ideals of career librari- 
anship. They are librarians who 
realize and embody the basic 
professional qualifications, a 
real, wholesome liking for peo- 
ple of all sorts and a determina- 
tion to make the library a 
friendly, democratic place where 
service to readers is the first 
concern. 


But what can the librarian 
without professional training 
and located far from the centers 
of academic education do to im- 
prove his professional compe- 
tence. Here are a few sugges- 
tions. 


1. Make every possible effort 
to attend summer school or a 
summer workshop. Make your 
board understand that a few 
weeks in the summer at Lexing- 
ton will result in years of better 
service. 

2. Read regularly and widely 
in the professional literature. 
Subscribe to the Library Jour- 
nal or the Wilson Bulletin, pref- 
erably both. Borrow profes- 
sional books from the State Li- 
brary Extension Division, the 
University of Kentucky Librar- 
ies, or the nearest college li- 
brary. If you don’t know what 
has been written on a particular 
problem you are facing, write to 
Lexington or Frankfort and ask 
for a book or periodical that 
will give you the answer. 

3. Join and support the 
K.L.A. You cannot have a great 
state library system without a 
great state library association. 
Attend K.L.A. meetings, at least 
for a single day’s sessions if 
you can’t get away from work 
for a longer period of time. 
Make and cultivate friendships 
among your colleagues in other 
cities, correspond with them and 
exchange ideas. 

4. Join and support the 
A.L.A. At least support the 
A.L.A. if you don’t feel able to 


join. The A.L.A. is fighting for 
the Library Demonstration Bill 
and for reduced postal rates, to 
mention only two very tangible 
programs. More important still, 
the A.L.A. represents our first 
front in the battle to maintain 
intellectual freedom and to abol- 
ish intellectual hunger. 

5. Remember the dignity of 
your job. You represent your 
calling in your community no 
less than the county judge rep- 
resents the legal profession or 
the best surgeon in town the 
medical profession. Libraries 
and librarianship will be judged 
by your performance on the job, 
and the opportunities for your 
library and yourself will in- 
crease in direct proportion to 
the respect you command in 
your community, regardless of 
your educational qualifications. 


VIEWED BY THE 
NON-PROFESSIONAL

Some librarians there are by 
choice, some by chance, but I 
by marriage. No, I did not 
marry a librarian, unless one 
could apply so dignified a title 
to a 75c-an-hour student assist- 
ant in the mending department 
of the Yale Divinity Library, 
but it was through his acquaint- 
ance with the librarian there 
that I was given a position as 
Head of Circulation and Refer- 
ence. It was the marriage tie 
again that made me transfer to 
the library of the University of 
Louisville when my husband de- 
cided to continue his studies in 
that city. Although my contact 
with library work thus began 
solely as a means to an end, it 
has developed into infinitely 
more than that. 

First of all, a whole new 
world of service has been opened 
to me. Library work does not 
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consist of the sum total of 
duties performed. The filing of 
cards, the stamping of dates, 
the typing of letters, all take on 
a larger meaning when viewed 
in the context of service ren- 
dered to the patrons. Such te- 
dious tasks project themselves 
beyond the library into the stu- 
dent’s thesis, the professor’s lec- 
ture, or the citizen’s speech be- 
fore “The Club.” Library work 
for the non-professional, who 
has more routine tasks to do 
than does the professional, can 
become a bore or it can become 
a door to a variety of types of 
real service. 


In-service training which was 
given to me as to all non-profes- 
sionals to a more or less degree 
became an education in itself, as 
the horizon of knowledge is 
widely extended for the non- 
professional. Though he may 
not acquire facts in the aca- 
demic sense, he learns the tools 
and finds the keys to unlock 
vast stores of knowledge for 
himself and others. 

Direct contact with such 
storehouses of information has 
increased my desire to learn, my 
curiosity to know. It is hard 
for a non-professional to be con- 
tent simply to have the keys to 
knowledge, but in his leisure 
time he seeks to explore the 
treasures into whose golden 
depths he has had occasion to 
look while ‘‘on the job.” 

The non-professional who con- 
tinues to work for a lifetime or 
the one who works until the 
husband finishes school prob- 
ably gains more than he ever 
gives. However, those of us in 
this class like to think that we 
have not been total parasites. 
Perhaps despite our lack of 
professional knowledge, which 
often produces errors, we have 
injected new energy; possibly 
our ignorance of “the” way to 
do the job has led us to discover 
new ways of performing the 
task; probably through our non- 
professional approach to library 
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work we have brought to the 
job the point of view from the 
other side of the circulation 
desk. And if our blunders have 
not always proved to be bless- 
ings, let us hope at least that 
we have been beneficial to the 
libraries in which we serve.

Her 
specialties are book selection 
and literature for young people, 
and magazines for school 
libraries. 


Miss Martin’s scholarly writ- 
ings embrace many magazine 
articles and four editions of her 
book on magazines for school 
libraries, which is recognized as 
holding a distinguished place in 
the literature of school librar- 
ies. She is also editor of “In the 
Magazines” section of “Top of 
the News,” official publication 
of A.L.A. Division of Libraries 
for Children and Young People. 


Miss Martin and her mother, 
a writer of ability, have made a 
svecial place for themselves in 
Kentucky. Laura has done 
notable work in the state and 
local A.A.U.W., and her collec- 
tion of dolls lends interest to 
visits in their home. Laura is a 
person of outstanding enthusi- 
asm and has brought to the 
Kentucky organization a 
breadth of interest that is very 
worthwhile. 


MARGARET WALKER is a 
native of North Carolina, but 
has spent most of her life in 
Louisville. She graduated from 
the U. of L. with the A.B. de- 
gree in English and took her 
professional degree at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Library 
School. Miss Walker has held 
positions at the Medical School 
Library, in various departments 
of the Louisville Free Public 
Library, in Jefferson County at 
Fairdale High School, and is 
now librarian of Shawnee High 
School, Louisville. 


In the K.L.A. she has been 
Editor of the Bulletin, Chair- 
man of the Junior Members 
Section, and Vice-Chairman of 
the School Librarians’ Section 
of K.E.A. She has worked re- 
cently with the Evaluation 
Committee of the Southern 
Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools in surveying 
three Kentucky high schools. 

Miss Walker is interested in 
traveling and swimming and in 
interdenominational religious 
organizations, particularly The 
International Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor, acting as Ken- 
tucky representative in 1947 
and 1949. Margaret Walker is 
an excellent representative of 
the active younger group of the 
K.L.A. She has been a life 
member since 1947. 





MISS KING, A LIFE MEMBER 


MARGARET KING was born 
at 225 South Limestone, Lex- 
ington, where she still lives. She 
was graduated from U. of K. 
with a high scholastic record. 
When Phi Beta Kappa was 
established on the University 
campus in 1926, she was chosen 
as a charter member of the 
chapter. She received the BS. 
degree in Library Science from 
Columbia University, having 
also studied at Simmons and at 
the University of Michigan. 
Miss King was the secretary to 
the president and registrar of 
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the University from 1905 until 
1910 when she became librarian. 
As a recognition of Miss King’s 
contribution to the University, 
the library was named the Mar- 
garet I. King Library in Sep- 
tember, 1948. Upon retirement 
September 1, 1949, the Library 
staff sponsored a volume of 
“Letters to Margaret I. King.” 
In this striking and dignified 
work are several hundred let- 
ters sent from friends, admirers, 
former students and colleagues 
whom Miss King has influenced 
during her long and distin- 
guished career. 

Miss King has always taken 
an active part in the work of 
the library profession in Ken- 
tucky and in the nation. She 
was a member of the Survey 
Committee on Resources of 
Southern Libraries of the 
A.L.A. from 1933 to 1935 and 
was Chairman of the committee 
of this group which made a re- 
port on Kentucky libraries in 
1936. She served as Chairman 
of the Agricultural Libraries 
section of the A.L.A. in 1940. 
Miss King was Vice-President 
of the K.L.A. in 1917 and Presi- 
dent in 1926-27. She served as 
Chairman of the Planning 
Board in 1940-41. As a member 
of the Board of Trustees of the 
Lexington Public Librarv, 1936- 
42, Miss King gave untiringly 
of her time to the improvement 
of library service in Lexington. 

Margaret King’s clear judg- 
ment and charm of personality 
make her a valued friend and 
outstanding librarian. She is 
the dean of Kentucky librarians.

COMMITTEE ON LIBRARY 
WORK AS A CAREER 


The Kentucky Committee on Li- 
brary Work as a Career was ap- 
pointed in May, 1948, by Miss Azile 
Wofford, President of K.L.A. Its 
purpose has been to work with the 
Joint Committee on Library Work as 
a Career in recruiting young persons 
into the library profession. 

From the time of its organization 
until the fall of the year 1948, the 
Committee attempted through per- 
sonal letters to present to librarians 
in Kentucky the need for interesting 
young people in the profession and 
to encourage the active participation 
of each librarian in the programs of 
the state and national committees. 
During the summer, the Workshop 
at the University of Kentucky, the 
Institute at Western, and the con- 
ferences at Murray State College and 
at Nazareth served to stimulate in- 
terest and to focus attention on the 
needs of the profession. 

In the early winter of. 1948 the 
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Committee divided the state 
some twenty regions and asked indi- 
viduals to serve as chairmen to or- 
ganize activities and codrdinate the 
work of recruiting. 

The response was excellent, and 
the following persons served as key 
workers: Margaret Willis, Louisville;

Suggestions for programs, bibliog- 
raphies, and lists of the school librar- 
ians were sent to the chairman. 

By the last of May, reports had 
come in from the majority of the 
chairmen, giving a varied and inter- 
esting picture of activities. Space 
does not permit individual listing, but 
these programs were presented in one 
or more communities. 


1. Meetings of school librarians for 
the purpose of exchanging ideas and 
suggestions for activities. 

2. Brief talks to groups of high 
school seniors; distribution of ma- 
terial on librarianship, such as 
“10,000 Careers with a Challenge’; 
social hours preceding or following 
programs. 

3. Panel discussions conducted both 
by librarians and by students. One 
group traveled for two days, visiting 
schools and presenting their program. 
Another region conducted the pro- 
gram at the college library, sending 
invitations to seniors in the area to 
attend the program and to visit the 
library. 

4. Participation in guidance pro- 
grams sponsored by the schools, in 
Senior Day activities, in Vocational 
Emphasis Week, and in Vocational 
Conference programs. 

5. A radio program over WHAS 
featuring a panel discussion on “Li- 
brary Work as a Career.” 

6. Articles published in the Ken- 
tucky School Journal and in the 
Courier-Journal, One in the former 
on a high school library club received 
favorable comment. The one in the 
latter was in a series on careers. 

7. The showing of films, such as 
“The Librarian.” 

8. A program presented by the li- 
brary club written up in the article 
in No. 6 to librarians and seniors in 
their area, with a tea following. 

9. Out-of-state librarians as guest 
speakers, representing special 
libraries. 

10. Mimeographed letters containing 
an appropriate message mailed to 
high school graduates. 

11. The listing in a University of 
Kentucky bulletin of the names of 
professors available as speakers on 
various phases of library work. 








12. Exhibits and displays of mate- 
rial relative to opportunities in the 
library profession. 

13. A constant individual campaign 
to interest desirable young persons 
both by personal example and by pre- 
sentation of advantages of entering 
the profession. 

The committee wishes to express 
its appreciation to all individuals, li- 
braries, and library schools who have 
assisted so generously and willingly. 
Definite and tangible contributions to 
the recruiting program have been 
made through the concerted efforts 
of the librarians in the state.

HIGHLIGHTS IN THE RECENT 
DEVELOPMENT OF 
SCHOOL LIBRARY 

SERVICE 
LOUISE GALLOWAY 

Consultant for School Libraries 

in Kentucky 


During the 1948-1949 school 
year several projects of signifi- 
cance to the future development 
of school libraries in Kentucky 
were launched and some of 
them completed. Standards for 
both elementary and high school 
libraries were developed, the 
need for qualified librarians was 
stressed, and a handbook of 
policies and practices was pre- 
pared. 

The high school library stand- 
ards are revised ones. The 
standards for elementary school 
libraries are the first ones Ken- 
tucky has ever had. These new 
standards were written by two/ 
committees appointed by the 
School Library Consultant in 
the State Department of Edu- 
cation. The committees were 
composed of superintendents, 
supervisors, principals, and li- 
brarians and represented the 
various geographic areas of the 











state. Librarians who served on 
the committees were Miss Fral- 
ces Bethel, Morganfield High 
School; Miss Susan Miller, 
Henry Clay High School, Lex 
ington; and Miss Azile Wofford, 
Department of Library Science, 
University of Kentucky. 

The State Board of Education 
adopted the library standards 
at its March 18 meeting. Al 
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ready copies have been sent to 
all school superintendents. Dur- 
ing the fall copies will be sent 
to supervisors, librarians, high 
school principals, and as many 
elementary principals as pos- 
sible. 

Already there is evidence 
that these standards have given 
impetus to the initiation of li- 
brary service where previously 
there has been none, and im- 
provement in services already 
established. One county school 
system which previously had no 
elementary librarians has em- 
ployed four for this school year. 
One of these will serve full-time 
in one school. The other three 
will divide their time among the 
remaining elementary schools. 

Through the interest and ef- 
forts of a primary supervisor in 
one of the city systems, eight 
full-time elementary teachers 
who have been taking the re- 
sponsibility for the libraries in 
their schools attended the 
Workshop for Beginning Li- 
brarians held at the University 
of Kentucky. The supervisor 
also attended. This year, the 
superintendent plans to relieve 
each of these teachers of a part 
of her teaching duties in order 
to free her for part time in the 
library. 

According to the Annual 
High School Reports there were 
601 persons serving in part and 
full-time library positions in 
Kentucky’s 640 high schools 
last year. Of these 601 persons, 
345 have had less than 12 se- 
mester hours of library science. 
The state standards have set 12 
semester hours as the minimum 
requirement for those in library 
positions in schools with 150 or 
fewer pupils. These figures were 
publicized and school adminis- 
trators were urged to improve 
the qualifications of those in 
charge of their libraries in an 
effort to promote better library 
Service. Data are not yet avail- 
able to measure the outcome at 
this point. However, three of 
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the four library training agen- 
cies offering work this summer 
reported an increase in inquiries 
regarding their offerings and 
larger summer enrollments. The 
problem of lack of qualified 
school librarians will not be 
solved in a year or even two, 
but every advance is significant 
to the individual situation and 
influences the development of 
surrounding situations. 

The codperative efforts of a 
number of school librarians 
helped produce the June 1949 
Department of Education Bulle- 
tin LIBRARY SERVICE FOR 
KENTUCKY SCHOOLS. It is 
designed primarily to assist the 
inexperienced and partially 
trained teacher-librarian in or- 
ganizing and administering a 
library. Many of the discus- 
sions, lists, and illustrations will 
also be useful to the trained 
librarian. 

When plans were being made 
for the Handbook, librarians 
representing every section of 
the state were asked to criticize 
the 1941 library manual and to 
suggest the material which 
should be covered in the new 
one. Through various sugges- 
tions and the preparation of a 
list of Kentucky materials, ap- 
proximately 50 school librarians 
shared in producing the Hand- 
book. Not only have copies been 
distributed to librarians but 
also to superintendents. The 
latter were sent copies in an 
effort to focus their attention 
on this phase of the school pro- 
gram and to stimulate library 
development.

The guest 
speaker was an exchange teacher 
from Ireland, Mr. Samuel Frame, 
who was teaching at the Barrett 
Junior High School in Louisville.

The main library 
has no intention of letting its 
branches outstrip it, and is at the 
time of this writing in the midst of 
a complete renovation and redecora- 
tion program. The fiction alcoves are 
to be enlarged and repainted. New 
type shelving will be installed to hold 
the new fiction which will also be 
added. The foyer, the non-fiction 
browsing room, and the reference 
room are to be painted in pastel 
colors, and the solid oak furniture is 
being refinished in the natural wood. 
Modern counter high shelves are 
being added to the reference room in 
order to facilitate the use of bulky 
atlases and other large reference 
books. Of special interest to f-o- 
fessional librarians is the fact that 
the librarian’s office and the cata- 
loging department are to be rede- 
signed for increased mechanical 
efficiency.

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP 
COMMITTEE 
1947-1948 

On December 13, 1947, at the 
Executive Board meeting of the 
K.L.A., Miss Azile Wofford, Presi- 
dent, appointed a membership com- 
mittee for the purpose of conducting 
a special drive to urge every librar- 
ian in the state to become a member 
of the Association. The committee 
consisted of Miss Louise Galloway, 
Second Vice-President; Mr. Ernest 
White, Secretary-Treasurer; and Miss 
Virginia Winstandley, First Vice- 
President and Chairman. At that 
time plans for the drive were dis- 
cussed, and it was decided to launch 
the undertaking as soon as possible 
after the beginning of the new year, 
1948. 

During the second week in Janu- 
ary, 1948, a letter was drafted by the 
Committee, approximately 800 copies 
of this letter being duplicated by the 
Mimeographing Staff of the Louisville 
Free Public Library. With the Li- 
brary Extension Division’s list of 
Kentucky librarians as a guide, these 
sheets were mailed to ‘every librarian 
not already on Mr. White’s December 
list of members. Since the state list 
includes for each library only the 
name of the head librarian, it was 
decided to send to the librarian of 
each larger library copies of the let- 
ter to be distributed to his or her 
staff, in order that no one not already 
a member might be overlooked. Ac- 
cordingly, a second more personal let- 
ter was drafted for this purpose, ex- 
plaining the drive, and asking the 
coéperation of these librarians in urg- 
ing each member of their staffs to 
join. ‘ 

During the week of January 19-24, 
letters to the public, college, and 
special libraries were mailed by the 
Chairman. Soon thereafter, those to 
the high school libraries were mailed 
by Miss Galloway from her office in 
Frankfort. According to Miss Wof- 
ford’s suggestion, she sent them only 
to those high school librarians who 
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had had at least six hours training 
in librarianship. 

At a meeting of the Louisville Li- 
brary Club in January, the Chairman 
talked to that organization about the 
membership drive, its purposes and 
goals. 

The total response during the 
months of January through March 
was as follows:

The Committee wishes to thank all 
those librarians who have been espe- 
cially helpful and codperative. A 
number replied to the personal let- 
ters, explaining that they had dis- 
tributed the sheets to all eligible 
members of their libraries, and even 
to neighboring librarians in nearby 
counties and towns. In several cases, 
names of librarians new in the state, 
or with changed addresses, were re- 
turned on the blanks appended to the 
letters. 

We also wish to express our appre- 
ciation to Mr. Clarence Graham for 
having the mimeographing done 
gratis by the Louisville Free Public 
Library, and to Miss Clara Behrens 
and her staff of the Order Depart- 
ment. Under her direction all of the 
communications were duplicated. 

The Committee has discussed sug- 
gestions made by various members 
that inclusive dates for annual mem- 
berships be changed.

Library Extension Division. 
Miss Frances Porter, Director 
of the Library Extension Divi- 
sion, gave the latest statistics 
of her department and com- 
mented upon important factors 
in connection with her work. 


REPORT OF THE LIBRARY 
EXTENSION DIVISION 


Increased interest in library service 
for Kentucky is becoming apparent, 
although the figures do not show ap- 
preciable gains over last year. 

At present, there are 80 public 
libraries open, located in 68 counties. 
Of these libraries, 51 are tax sup- 
ported, 16 are woman’s club libraries, 
10 are endowed, and three have other 
means of support. Sixty-two per cent 
of our total population is without ac- 
cess to libraries. The per capita ex- 
penditure for library service is 23 
cents, and we still have only one- 
third of a book per capita. The Li- 
brary Extension Division, with its 
very limited budget, is attempting to 
supplement existing library facilities 
where local service is inadequate or 
non-existent. Traveling library col- 
lections from the Extension Division 
are now on loan in 25 of the 52 
counties lacking public library serv- 
ice, and our General Loan Depart- 
ment gives direct service to indi- 
viduals all over the state. 

New libraries which have opened 
this year are: Pakendall Public Li- 
brary, at Providence, which is a 
woman’s club library; Hart County 
Library, Munfordville—the bookmo- 
bile project which is financed by the 
“Friends of Libraries of Hart County, 
Inc.”; Chapin Memorial Library, at 
Petersburg—the gift of Mr. E. Y. 
Chapin, now a resident of Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee. The library is at 
present operating in temporary quar- 
ters in the Christian Church, pending 
construction of an annex to the 
church building. 

The bookmobile (the converted 
army ambulance) purchased last year 
by Mrs. George H. Gray, has been 
given to Hart County, for the re- 








cently inaugurated county library 
project. A second bookmobile, a 
Chevrolet half-ton truck acquired 


this summer by Mrs. Gray, has been 
loaned to the Georgetown Public 
Library, and is now giving direct 
library service to the rural residents 
of Scott County. A third bookmobile, 
to be purchased in the immediate fu- 
ture by Mrs. Gray, through the 
“Friends of Kentucky Libraries,” will 
be turned over to the Library Exten- 
sion Division for demonstration 
purposes. 

The Library Extension Division was 
a co-sponsor of a Librarians’ Confer- 


ence held at Western Kentucky State 
College, Bowling Green, August 9-13 
The Conference, which was designed 
for persons with little or no profes 
sional training, was attended by both 
public and high school librarians. The 
Extension Division participated also 
in the three weeks’ Workshop for 
Beginning Librarians, conducted at 
the University of Kentucky earlier ip 
the summer. 

In the closing days of the 194 
General Assembly, it was suggested 
that the new Legislative Research 
Commission be urged to include 4 
study of library conditions in its pro 
posed survey of public education in 
Kentucky. A_ letter just received 
from the Governor states that the 
Commission has agreed to include l- 
brarians in its study. It is felt that 
the findings of this body, together 
with the results of the Southeastem 
States Codperative Library Survey, 
will provide excellent ammunition for 
our State Aid campaign in the next 
session of the General Assembly. 

A new salary schedule for Library 
Extension Division personnel, made 
possible by an act of the 1948 Gen- 
eral Assembly abolishing the $500 
differential between salaries of de 
partment heads and division direc 
tors, became effective August 1. The 
pay increases, although inadequate 
by accepted standards, have, nonethe- 
less, lifted our morale perceptibly.

School Library Division. Miss 
Louise Galloway, Consultant for 
school libraries in Kentucky, 
brought the Association up to 
date on the status of her depart- 
ment and on the work which it 
is undertaking to do. 

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL 
LIBRARY CONSULTANT 
The position of the School Library 
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Consultant in the State Department 
of Education was financed by a 
grant from the General Education 
Board for 17 months. It was initiated 
in February, 1947, and terminated 
the first of July, 1948. Undoubtedly 
the continuance of the position was 
due in large measure to the letters 
sent to the State Superintendent by 
interested librarians throughout the 
State. 

A large share of the work which 
I have pursued during this time has 
been visits throughout the State 
helping in the initiation or improve- 
ment of school library services. To 
date I have visited in about 50 coun- 
ties. This is a small number when 
viewed against the total 120 counties, 
but already it can be seen that some 
progress is being made, this indicated 
by the number of requests that come 
in for help in this area. 

During this two-year period, 
through the efforts of the Library 
Committee of the Southern Associa- 
tion, and funds from the General 
Education Board, Kentucky has re- 
ceived $2,500.00 to train persons 
serving in school library positions 
who previously had had little, if any, 
work in library science. This money 
was used for scholarships for 53 
people who attended classes and a 
Workshop. 


Since one of the major problems 
that we face in Kentucky is recruit- 
ing qualified people, training those 
unqualified ones to give better serv- 
ice is one aspect of this problem. 
Particularly is this true when we 
know that about half of our counties 
have in their schools librarians with 
little or no training. 

In regard to future plans, the May 
bulletin of the Department of Edu- 
cation will be a revision of the Li- 
brary Manual. The new one will in- 
clude standards and organizational 
help aimed at 12 grade library 
service. Sometime during the year 
it is hoped that area meetings can be 
held to initiate in-service education 
Programs for persons serving in 
school library positions. 

There are about 124 Kentucky 
Schools that belong to the Southern 
Association; these represent our top 
Schools. Many of these schools are 
being evaluated—I have served on 
the committee evaluating 12 schools. 
This year other librarians are being 
asked by Mr. Ligon, the State Chair- 
man, to serve on such committees. I 
believe that this is an invaluable ex- 
perience for the librarians in ac- 
quainting them with the total pro- 
sram of a school, and in enabling 
them to do a better job when they 
return to their own school. 

All of these activities which are 
contemplated take the codperative 
effort of all school library personnel. 
It is hoped that leadership on the 
part of these people can be developed 
through their assistance in the 
manual revision and developing of 
new standards. It is through these 
Cooperative efforts that school library

Certification Board. The fol- 
lowing statement was presented 
by Miss Margie Helm, librarian 
of Western Kentucky State 
Teachers College: 


REPORT OF THE CERTIFICATION 
BOARD, 1947-48 


Last year we reported that 301 
certificates had been issued. Now the 
total number is 334. Of these 149 
were prior service certificates issued 
in 1938 and 1939 and some of the 
librarians with prior service certifi- 
cates have already retired. This 
makes only 185 holders of graded 
certificates, but we need many more. 
High school librarians are of course 
certified by the Department of Edu- 
cation and are not included in this 
number. Librarians in college and 
public libraries and private institu- 
tions need trained librarians. So our 
certification figures tell the need of 
recruitment of young personnel to 
our profession and adding to training 
of librarians in the service. 

The most important work of the 
Certification Board this year has 
been the renewing of the first graded 
certificates to expire. Holders of nine- 
teen Grade A certificates which ex- 
pired were issued Life Certifications 
upon evidence of at least three years 
of satisfactory experience since the 
original certificates had been 
granted; those whose B and C certifi- 
cates expired have had them renewed 
for five years. 

But let us who have life certificates 
or other graded certificates not think 
that we do not need to continue our 
own professional development. At- 
tendance at library schools or work- 
shops will help all of us. Library con- 
ferences and visits to other libraries 
also are stimulating to us. 

Other certificates issued since the 
last meeting of K.L.A. are twenty. 
Four of these are temporary certifi- 
cates. One temporary certificate was 
renewed for another year to give the 
librarian more time to add to her 
qualifications. 

Besides the courses in library sci- 
ence offered at our colleges, a work- 
shop was conducted during the sum- 
mer under the auspices of the De- 
partment of Library Science of the 
University of Kentucky with a grant 
from the General Education Board. 
Its purpose was to help emergency 
librarians meet certification stand- 
ards of schools and public libraries. 
Twenty-seven librarians enrolled in 
the workshop and were thus enabled 
to earn four hours credit in the three 
weeks. 

In Bowling Green in August a Li- 
brary Conference was held for one 
week under the auspices of Western 


State College and the Library Ex-: 
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tension Division of Frankfort. No 
credit was given for the week’s con- 
ference, but it offered lectures and 
several laboratory periods for emer- 
gency librarians and for other li- 
brarians desiring refresher courses. 
Seventeen enrolled for the confer- 
ence. It is believed that many who 
attended the Workshop and the Li- 
brary Conference will be encouraged 
to continue their library training. 

Miss Frances Jane Porter, Secre- 
tary of the Board, attended a con- 
ference on certification at Rutgers 
University in June. 

It is urged that each of you watch 
the expiration date of your graded 
certificate and have it renewed. A 
fee of $1.00 is charged for renewal. 

The Certification Board is made of 
the following members: Miss Frances 
Jane Porter and Mrs. J. C. Cantrill, 
ex officio; Mr. J. L. Foust, Mr. Clar- 
ence R. Graham, Miss Margaret 
Lewis, Miss Pearle Hutchens and 
Miss Margie Helm.

Library Training Agencies.

Extra-curricular activities of the 
Library Science Department at Mur- 
ray during the year included a one- 
day conference on the campus with 
Miss Laura K. Martin, University of 
Kentucky, and Miss Louise Galloway, 
State Library Consultant, as guest 
advisors. The department codperated 
with a local county high school in 
evaluating and strengthening its li- 
brary. One faculty member has com- 
pleted a revision of her book on chil- 
dren’s literature. 
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In the fall, 1947, the University of 
Kentucky Library Science Depart- 
ment held an Educational conference 
with Miss Mae Graham, Supervisor 
of Children’s Libraries for the State 
of Maryland, as speaker. In July, 
1948, with funds granted by the 
General Education Board, the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky sponsored a 
workshop for beginning librarians, 
the first of its kind in Kentucky. 
This was conducted by Miss Mary 
Routh Buchanan, Enoch Pratt Public 
Library, with the aid of Library 
Science teachers of Kentucky col- 
leges. 

In August 1948, the Library Sci- 
ence Department of Western spon- 
sored a library conference attended 
by 17 librarians of the region desir- 
ing to equip themselves for better 
librarianship. 

To aggregate, for the year 1947- 
1948, in four of the five schools offer- 
ing library science in the Common- 
wealth, there were 12 teachers of Li- 
brary Science, eight of whom held 
professional library degrees, 11 being 
members of K.L.A., and 10 holding 
A.L.A. membership. These teachers 
had a net enrollment of 204 indi- 
viduals to gross 700 students in 
library science courses. Of the 204 
students, 31 completed a major (12 
B.S. in L.S.) and 28 are actively en- 
gaged at present in library work.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
RECRUITMENT OF LIBRARIANS 

The Kentucky Committee on Li- 
brary Work as a Career was ap- 
pointed in May, 1948, by Miss Wof- 
ford. Its members are Emily Huston 
Dawson, Wesleyan College; Clarica 
Williams, Belfry High School; Mar- 
garet Willis, Louisville Free Public 
Library; and Sara Tyler, Western 
Kentucky State College. 

Its purpose is to work with the 
Joint Committee on Library Work as 
a Career, which was organized in No- 
vember 1947, with A.L.A., A.C.R.L., 
and other groups codperating in the 
recruiting of young persons into the 
library profession. The January, 
March, and June issues of the A.L.A. 
Bulletin have included articles de- 
scribing the aims, plans, and accom- 
plishments of the national committee 
and those of the participating state 
groups. 

The Kentucky committee, feeling 
that each member of the K.L.A. 
should be informed as to the state 
recruiting program and should be 
made aware of his vital responsibility 
as a personal agent in the scheme of 
recruiting, has sent out two letters. 
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The first was sent prior to the At- 
lantic City convention in June to as 
many college, university, and public 
librarians as time permitted, suggest- 
ing that a member or members of 
their staffs visit at the convention the 
booth displaying materials for a re- 
cruiting program. In August a letter 
was sent to other members calling 
attention to the program and con- 
taining suggestions for activities. A 
bibliography prepared by A.L.A. of 
free and inexpensive pamphlets to be 
used in exhibits or displays was 
included. 

Replies to these letters have come 
in, though not enough to make it 
possible to tabulate the recruiting 
activities throughout the state. Cer- 
tainly personal conferences with in- 
terested individuals lead the list, 
while displaying career leaflets with 
attractive posters takes second place. 
Some few have mentioned entertain- 
ing groups with teas. 

The workshop for beginning librar- 
ians held at the University of Ken- 
tucky, June 21-July 10, served as a 
recruiting activity, as did the Li- 
brary Conference conducted at West- 
ern Kentucky State College, August 
9-13. These programs _ introduced 
methods and routines to teachers 
with little or no library training who 
are responsible for library collections. 

Murray State College and Naza- 
reth College both held one-day con- 
ferences during summer school ses- 
sions featuring through talks and 


panel discussions the field of lib 
work. Berea College sponsored 4 
chapel program inviting Dr. Robert 
H. Deily to speak to the college sty 
dents; copies of the brochure “10,000 
Careers with a Challenge” wer 
distributed. 

Other activities mentioned wer 
organization of library clubs in high 
schools, emphasis on library work 
and its advantages during career 
week, and announcements concerning 
our work to groups who can aid in 
the recruiting program. 

One report has been sent in to the 
national committee enumerating the 
state’s activities; another will bh 
called for soon. Therefore, the com 
mittee urges that you write the 
chairman or some member telling of 
your plans. 

We challenge you to contribute; 
we ask your encouragement and 
codperation.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON INTELLECTUAL FREEDOM 
At the Midwinter Conference, the 
ALA. decided that State Commit- 
tees on Intellectual Freedom should 
be established. The Committee for 
Kentucky was appointed by Miss 
Wofford in July, and to date has 
functioned only by correspondence. 
Your Chairman attended the A.L.A. 
Committee meeting in Atlantic City 
on June 2, 1948. The chief topic at 
that meeting was presented by Miss 
Matthews of California, concerning 
the banning of Building America, the 
New Republic and the Senior Schol- 
astic. Much of the time at the gen- 
eral conference was devoted to this 
topic in speeches made by Arthur 
Farmer, Robert D. Leigh and Pearl 
§. Buck. (See A.L.A. Bulletin for 
September 15, 1948.) 

Materials were secured from Mr. 


| D. K. Bernighausen, A.L.A. Chair- 


man, and a folder arranged to be 
turned over to the next Kentucky 
Chairman. You will find attached a 
copy of the Library Bill of Rights as 
adopted at the Atlantic City meeting 
in June. (See your A.L.A. Bulletin 
for July-August, 1948.) Neither Miss 
Grauman nor Mr. Bushelman had any 
reports to make concerning efforts at 
book-banning in Kentucky. 

It is always well to consider two 
sides of any question. On this ques- 
tion it seems important to be aware 
of the necessity of watching efforts 
to ban worthwhile material from li- 
brary collections. At the same time, 
one should realize that subversive 
groups work in subtle approaches to 
undermine democracy and would not 
hesitate to make such approaches 
through worthy organizations. In con- 
clusion I would like to quote a para- 
graph from Mr. Bushelman’s letter: 

“As for the State as a whole, I 
believe it is the duty of the librarians 
of the State to stay on the alert and 
see that no bills are presented to the 
legislature that might curb intellec- 
tual freedom in any way. If such a 
bill or bills should be introduced, 
I believe that librarians should fight 
them and do all in their power to 
prevent their passage.”

State Planning Committee. 
Miss Elizabeth Gilbert, librarian 
of Berea College and chairman 
of the committee, described the 
objective of this, the third re- 
cently organized committee of 
the K.L.A. She first spoke of 
the statistics of the Southeast- 
ern States Codperative Library 
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Survey which were printed in 
an issue of The Southern Packet 
and explained the relatively 
high scorings for Kentucky. She 
then stated that this committee 
would use the findings of this 
survey as a springboard for in- 
formation and action. Their 
specific objectives were listed 
thus: 

1. To promote the extension of li- 
braries to all portions of the state. 

2. To stress books as important fac- 
tors of community welfare. 

3. To bring about recognition of the 
essential place of libraries in adult 
education. 

4. To create local initiative and will- 
ingness to support libraries. 

5. To secure needed publicity. 

6. To influence public opinion and 
minds of public officials so that 
libraries receive their rightful 
recognition and support.
